HE TRAVELED FOR $00 WILES WITHOUT SEEING ANYONE 


Escaping Perils Among Savages in Siberia, He Reached 
Bering Strait and Was Helped by the Thetis to 
* Reach Alaska and Dawson City. 


From Paris to :jew York by land. This is the wonderful journey that has been 
‘practically accomplished by Harry Dewindt. It is a journey that surpasses in peril 
and vicissitude that of Phineas Fogg, the hero df Verne’s novel, who in fiction circled 
the world in 80 days, Six thousand miles by rail, 2000 miles behind horses and sleds, 
‘2000 miles by reindeer, 1600 miles by dogs. 

From St. Petersburg Dewindt took the plunge into the trackless wastes of Si- 
beria. During the gloom of the six months’ night he was swalluwed up and prac- 
tically forgotten by everybody but his friends. From time to time there came frag- 
mentary rumors of a smal] expedition buffeting the winds of Siberia, leaving behind 
it @ trail of the skeletons of dogs and reindeers killed and devoured and animals 
found starved on the white steppes. The winter was terrible in its severity. The 
Russian government gave up hope and snid that De Windt was lost, that the winter 
snows had overwhelmed and that the wolves had eaten him. 

" On June 10 last the whaling ship William Bayliss, prowling.in @ deserted and 
Mesolate cove near Whadyluk, saw far away on the ice near the shore what they 
‘te bee walrus beset by wolves. They moved crratically.and-spasmodically

Down by the margin of the frozen sea they found two strange beings swathed 
‘in firs from head to foot, gaunt, haggard and crippled by frostbite. They were 
taken into the boat and conveyed to the ship.. They were Dewindt and his compan- 
fon. They jad completed the land journey from Paris to the shores of Alaska. 

They were at 6610 north latitude and 170.12 west longitude. The length of their 
journey was 5600 miles. 

With the arrival of Dewindt in this city on Aug. 10 he will have completed a 
Jand journey comprising three-fourths of the circumference of the globe. 

When found Dewindt was in a sorry plight. His provisions were almost gone and 
he was weak from privations. He had expected to cross Bering strait, a distance 
of about 26 miles on the ice, but when he arrived the pack had byoken up and the 
passage wus impossible. Capt. Cottle supplied them with food and they were taken 
On board the revenue cutter Thetis, which landed them. on the ice five miles off 
Prince of Wales €upe. They made their way over the ice to the land and thence 


to Dawson City.

We accomplished it, however, and, 
coming to the margin of a dense forest of 
firs, we drew the sledges into.a circle with 
the animals in .the center and formed a 
camp We built a large fire and managed 
to cook some pemmican broth 

The cold was so severe that one of my 
toes was touched by the frost On that 
night we hed our first serenade from 
wolves 

We wandered about all the following day 
without finding the trail Then the weath«r 
cleared somewhat, and we saw many mils 
to the south a landmark, which we passed 
on the previous day 

We set reindeers on the right track as 
quickly as possible, having been lost from 
the trail over #% hours 

We saw several immense giaciers with 
deep and dangerous moraines, but the 
weather was too cold for explorations.

Exiles in a 
Most Pitiable Condition. 

Their condition was pitiable in the ex- 
treme. They flocked about our sledges beg- 
ging for food, but we had none to give 
them. They were thin, emaciated, ragged 
and stricken with disease. It seemed to be 
a nursery of contagious diseases. Thera 
was very little medical attendance and no 
such thing as a hospita!. The houses were 
cold and filthy and dark, and more like 
stablés than human habitations. 

In these the political convicts of Russia 
crouch and moan and long for death. The 
loneliness and insolation of it are unutter- 
able. 

As quickly as we could we made prepar- 
ations for the next stage of the journey. 
This was a 1500-mile drive to Nijni Ko- 
lymsk. We could obtain but little food in 
Verkoyansk, and were giad to leave the 
whining political exiles behind and trust 
to fate and our own resources. 

As we started, the weather, though only 
10 degrees below zero, was wild and blus- 
tering and threatened snow. 

The road was very . and late In the 
afternoon a howling gale swept down upon 
us from the pole, bring ng with it a heavy 
driving snow that haif blinded us. 

At this time we had struck the great, 
desolate steppe lying between Verkoyansk 
and Nijni. Kolymsk. We could not pro-

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we lost the road altogether ard becoming 
involved in all sorts of difficulties were 
ready to give up the job. Many. times 
the drivers would call.upon all the Russian 
gods to extricate them from their troubles, 
and at last when we had all but abandoned 
hepe.we found the trail and soon after- 
ward feached a station. 


Reduced 

to Short Rations. 

Our progress to Nijni Kolymsk, while 
slow and tedious, was preferable on the 


whole to our dreadful experience in crossing 
the Verkoyansk mountains. 

The steppes were sndw-covered and track- 
less, but our drivers were capable men, full 
of expedients and kept well to the trail. 

When we had covered half the distance to 
Nijni Kolymsk our provisions ran so low 
that we were forced to go upon short ra- 
tions. This, in an arctic country, where 
animal fat is an absolute necessity, was 
a double deprivation. 

After enduring three days of hunger such 
as I have never experienced before we 
reached Nijn! Kolymsk, the remotest set- 
tlement on the frontier of Siberia. 

Between this last Russian outpost and 
the shores of Behring Strait, 1600 miles 
avay, there is no human habitation. It is 
a waste which is the abomination of deso- 
lation. 

In Nijri Kolymsk we found 2 po'l ical 
prisoners with their guards. They were 
stricken by famine and were worse off, if 
possible, than the exiles of Verkoyansk. 

I visited a log house where som® of them 
were confined. I entered through a small 
areaway and found myself at once in @ 
room filled with people lying on the floor. 

The gray mass was sighing and gcoaning | 
in delirium and the atmosphere foul to tie} 
point of suffocation. This was calicd a 
hospital. 

There was barely enough food for the 
Cossack guards, and the prisoners seem?d 
doomed -.to starvation. The condition of 
affairs here may be understood when it is 
known that of 20 political prisoners four 
have committed suicide and three have 
gone mad in two years. At this rate in 
four years more the entire colony wqwill 
have disappeared. 

Still fearfully short of food I resolved to 
start on the last stage of my trip to Beh- 
ring Strait, 1600 miles away. 

At Nijni Kolymsk the Russian govern- 
ment had provided dog sledges for my 
convenience. Otherwise it is doubtful If I 
could ever have accomplished my object. 

To drive a reindeer is difficult. To drive 
a dog team is probably four times more so. 
Had it not been for my experienced dog 
drivers the difficulties would have been 
practically insurmountable. 


A Waste of 
Utter Desolation 

For 500 miles from Nijni Kolymsk we 
passed over a desolate waste without see- 
ing a strange face or track of bird or beast. 

Again we succeeded in losing our way, 
and about perished from cold and hunger 
before finding it. 

Day after day we walked for many miles 
in a temperature 20 or 30 degrees below 
zero. Many times on this awful journey 
I fell in the snow from hunger and exhaus- 
tion. It was by far the hardest part of the 
journey, and it is still 2 matter of wonder 
to me that we came through it alive. 

When the journey from Nijni Kolymsk 
was two-thirds completed we stumbled up- 
on a settlement of natives. They greetea 
us in @ surly manner. and from my former 
experience with them I knew that they 
were dangerous. 

From them we obtained a welcome sup- 
ply of pemmican and fat, for which we 
paid them ifberally in weapons. 

I hastened to get away from them as 
quickiy as pussible, as they were notoritous- 
ly unfriendly to white men.

As we made our way down to the coast 
we doubtless were a queer looking car- 

er gaunt and staggering from | 
starvation eir masters following hind | 
scarcely able to walk. 

I speedily found that my troubles were | 
barely beginning. We were quickly dis- 
covered by the degraded Tchuktchi tribe | 
and escorted to their settlement. 

It was by these same Siberian savages 
that I had been turned back in 1885, and 
I feared that they would give me short 
shrift on this occasion. 


Lowest Type 
of Humanity Ever Seen. 

A brief description of these degraded 
natives may not be amiss. They are un- 
doubBtedly the lowest type of humanity I 
have ever seen. 


In their filthy huts every breath of air is & ™ 


habitually excluded and two or three smoky | 
seal oil lamps supply the hut.

VACATION PLAYGROUNDS’ USES. 


Some valuable suggestions on the uses and management of 
vacation playgrounds are to be found in a recent address by 
Joseph Lee, Secretary of the Recreation Committee of the 
Civic League of Boston, before the Summer Schoo] in New 
York. 

Mr. Lee emphasized the fact that the playground, with its 
tports and games, gives boys the needed opportunity for the 
exhibition of personal courage and address, which is an es- 
sential part of the growth of a boy’s character. The boy 
must have an outlet for this natural impulse, and if there is 
ho alternative, he will prove his courage and address in ways 
that may be Jawiess. 

Thus, when a boy feels like “heaving a brick at the cop” 
and discusses the advisability of it with his companions, it is 
no evidence that ‘he is depraved or fated to become a law 
breaker. “What the boy feels down underneath,” says Mr. 
Lee, “a thing that impels him at all hazards to come out in 
some form with a deed or word that shall be his own, is a 
dim conviction that this as yet formless and inarticulate self 
of his is authoritative, that it is a new thing on the face 
of the earth, and that. however despised and disregarded by 
others, it is not in truth despicable, but worthy of infinite 
respect; that he beats within himself a new and authentic rev- 
elation of the law—a revelation which it is his business now 
and evermore to declare. 

“He knows furthersthat*owith ‘him, with the :most vital 
part of his nature, it is a question of now or never; that if 
he is ever to grow up to be a man, is ever to develop the 
fundamental qualities of address, courage, manliness, he must 
do it now.” 

It is the old saying that “Boys will be boys,” reformulated. 
The healthy, vigorous boy must have an outlet for his over- 
flowing energies. And in providing free summer play- 
grounds, St. Louis people have done wisely. Now let the 
managers of these playgrounds use no restrictions, no red 
tape, that can possibly be avoided, and the children will find 
in these places joy and growth. Too many rules, too much 
supervision, will rob the playgrounds of their usefulness. 
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Prince Chen of the royal family of China is to be in St. Louls 
im August. largely attended. Though he has not been heralded 
as was the German prince, his reception is Iikely to be a 
notable one. 
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LORD SALISBURY A WOMAN SUFFRAGIST. 

The retirement of Lord Salisbury from public life deprives 
the woman's suffrage movement in England of an earnest 
champion. He has voted in Parliament in favor of a fran- 
chise measure. : 

In a public address the veteran premier said: 

“I do earnestly hope that the day is not far distant when 
women also will bear their share in voting for members of 
Parliament and in determining the policy of the country. I 
can conceive no argument by which they are excluded. It 
is obvious that they are as abundantly well fitted as those 
who now possess the suffrage, by knowledge, by training and 
by character, and their influence is likely to weigh in a di- 
rection which, in an age so material as ours, is exceedingly 
valuable, namely, in the direction of morality and religion.” 

Probably no other male authority has granted it as ‘“obvi- 
ous” that women are as fit for the suffrage as men. The obvi- 
ousness is commonly reserved even by enthusiastic support- 
ers of woman’s equality. 

It is a remarkable evidence of the growing influence of the 
sentiment favoring woman's suffrage that the Tory, and in 
Many respects reactionary minister should so heartily ac- 
knowledge its convincing power over himself. 
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supposed political view< of the people

A noted French writer, M. Pierre de Coubertin, taking 
counsel of his fears, foresees or thinks he foresees a gigantic 
Anglo-Saxon federation, with the United States of America 
as the keystone. ; 

Mr. Whitelaw Reid has a thought almost identical. 

“The time does visibly draw near,” said Mr. Reid to a Brit- 
ish audience, “when solidarity of race, if not of government, is 
to prevail. There can be no question as to what race is to 
press to the front in the material, intellectual and moral 
progress of the world There is no question that its kindred 
people will march together, proud of whichever is foremost 
and filled only with generous emulation. Each will lead the 
other in one common, inspiring advance.” 

Such speculaions are not new. They have been heard from 
time to time for fifty or one hundred years. But they are 
not impressive because no.present interest inheres in a 
dream. 

That America will one day—not distant perhaps—lead the 
world in all that makes for the uplifting of mankind is an 
article of faith with most Americans. It is taken for granted. 
as of course, and there are sound visible reasons for. such a 
faith, But that a great race federation shall supplant this 
national pre-eminence is a poet’s dream, to be realized per- 
haps in the faraway future, but one that can at present serve 
only a poet’s purpose. 

The Anglo-Saxon race, so called, is nothing if not practical. 
Macaulay reflected in his dazzling rhetoric ,this primary fact. 
“An acre in Middlesex,” said he, “is worth a principality in 
Utopia.” The Englishman and the American seek to be right 
with reference to the immediate fact. They struggle and con- 
trive to obtain mastery of that fact. “Let us do the work of 
to-day and do it well. There will be strength for to-morrow’s 
task, but let us not think about that.” This is the English 
and American temper, which dreamers cannot disturb. 

But there is a practical side to the discussion. When the 
British prime minister declares that war between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States is unthinkable and high diplomats 
in the American service echo the amiable sentiment with sen- 
timental additions, may not their utterances be taken too seri 
ously by other governments? It looks very much as if the 
English were making game of us for their own salvation. 

The advice of Washington and Jefferson is still sound and 
useful—peace with all, alliances with none. Sentimentalists 
in high places should heed theewarning.

What was in the mind of Archeologist Dickson of Alton, 
Ill., when he told the interviewer that the two painted bits 
of bluff he has had chiseled from ‘the rock néar his city 
are to go to “some museum?” Why did it not at once oc- 
cur to Mr. Dickson that these Indian drawings should, by all 
the logic of fact and history, be exhibited at the World's 
Fair and then forever repose in this city? | 
In support of this claim it may be asked where would the 
Indians be now but for St. Louis which served. as the out- 
fitting post for all the traders, guides and buffalo hunters who 
wiped the natives from the face of this region? Might not 
the red men still be roaming over the site of Alton? It may 
be, as supposed, that these drawings were not made by the 
natives of the days of Boone and Kenton, They may be of 
earlier date. But this does not weaken St. Louis’ claim. 
The tribes recently removed were at least the heirs of the 
painters, and who has such a right to property of heirs as 
the legal successors of those heirs? St. Louig is the legal 
successor because she made it possible for the government 
to give deeds of these Indians’ lands that were worth more 
than the early settler’s bullet wad. 
Let the relics come here. Otherwise we may have to fall 
back on sections cut, at dark of night, out of the slates that 
hang behind the barroom doors of Indian Bad Jack and 
other “natives” whose leavings will some day become his- 
toric.

If the reader will watch the faces of the passers-by as he makes his way 
through the throng, he will, if he is a thoughtful man, as of course he is, ask him- 
sclf what all those people are thinking about.

Perhaps the reader thinks he can be readily satisfied by the answer “at any 
hardware and cutlery store.” But this is, in the majority of cases, too general. 
Particulars, not generals, make up this questioner’s interest in life. So he returns 
by next post with something like this: “T know that, but where is a cutlery store? 
Please answer immediately as I need the jackknife very much.” Then he is told 
plainly that “business addresses are not given in this column.” Beyond that the 
correspondence does not often proceed. But the imagination can easily picture 
the helpless fellow thinking, thinking, thinking. “Where can I buy a jackknife?” 


Is the reader skeptical? 

I have before me a bit of dirty paper on which this question is written in 
blurred characters almost illegible: “Where is Mr. John Smithson’s office?” That 
isn’t the name. but it will do. It is the name of a lawver in large practice who 
is often active in public work. This question turns up two or three times a week. 
When answered at all it i: by reminding the inouirer of the directory at the drug 
store arottnd the corner, and that is usually the last of it. But a few weeks ago 
a correspondent waxed indignant and complained that I had put him to needless 
inconvenience. | 

Of the thousands of auestions addressed to the Post-Dispatch in the course 
of a year, probably one-half could be answered by the directory at the drug store. 
Three-fourths of the others concern the value of coins. Not one in ten thousand 
coins curent is worth more than face valve, brt there seems to be an impression 
abroad that a coin more than five years old must be at a premium.

NOW 40 CENTS IS EXPECTED 


SUPPLY 


DEMAND INCREASED, 
NOT DIMINISHED. 


A Great Speculation Believed to Be 
Possible by Buying and Storing 
the Product and Waiting 
for the Result. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BEAUMONT, Tex., July 26.—The price of 
oll still ascends. A month ago, 20 cents 
per barrel was so rare a price that oil com- 
pany managers who got a contract at that 
figure proudly told their friends of it. 

Two weeks ago, 20 cents was a common 


price, and 25-cent contracts were the things 
that oll sellers were proud of. Now, 25 cent 
oll is an everyday thing, and the 30-cent 
contract is in evidence. Experienced oll 
men predict that 40 cents per barre! will be 
the price on new contracts by September 1. 

Increased demand, and not a decreased 
supply, is responsible for the advance in 
rice. While it is a fact that the days of 
he gusher are almost wholly passed, there 
has not yet been discovered & properly 
drilled well which has refused to yield 
generously to the persuasions of an able- 
bodied pump. And there is no case known 
where an oil tempaly equipped for business 
on a pumping basis has been unable to fill 
all ite contracts as rapidly as it could get 


cars. 

But the demand has increased steadily. 
It has broadened to include every manner 
of fuel user. The fact of the early com- 
pletion of several large refineries, and the 
enormous demand that they will make, has 
further helped to strengthen the market. 

These refineries are expected to run the 

rice of oil up to a level that, at present. 

as not been approached. They will prob- 

ably use 60,000 barrels a day, and that is 
more than the present shipments. Chey 
will manufacture, from the crude oll, 
roducts that will sell for from $3 to $ per 
arrel. at a cost for manufacture of nol 
more than 75 cents or $1 per barrel. It is 
argued, therefore, that they can afford to 
pay a price for the oll that will place it 
ractically beyond the economy basis for 
fuel users. 

A well-informed broker, who watches ol! 
as well as stocks and makes money off 
both, declares his belief that oil will be sell- 
ing at 30 cents per barrel at the well before 
summer is ended, and declares that “‘buying 
oll at 25 cents a barrel and storing it is like 
buying gold dollars at 50 cents each and 
putiing them in a sock.”’ 

“The refineries will put the price up 
much higher than it is at present.’’ he de- 
clares. “It will be so valuable to them 
that they cannot afford to let it be used for 
fuel in any great quantities. They can 
make money cr using it at $1 or more @ 


barrel. 

a fact of deep water being at the gate 
to the oil fields makes the producers inde- 
pendent of refiners, fuel users, or any ether 
one branch of consumers. They cannot be 
‘bottled up.’ If the refinerics shall attempt 
to beat down the price of oil the producer 
has only to get a tug and a few barges 
and. go to peddling his ofl alcng the coast 
and to the rice farmers anil the sugar 
plant. He need not give up to railroads or 
any other corporations or combinations. 

Just now the possibility of rallroads com- 
bining with other big corporations to the 
detriment of the. producer and consumer 
alike is very much in the public mind, by 
reason of the tactics adopted by the South- 
ern Pacific relative to small shippers. Un- 
der the provisions of the railroad commis- 
sion law of Texas, a railroad is required 
to furnish a “‘car’’ upon formal application 
or “requisition,’”’ accompanied by the hire 

rice of the car. The Southern Pacific has 

en in the habit, according to shippers, 
of setting in box cars at the londing racks 
when it did not care to furnish tank cars, 
and thus pleading compliance with the let. 
ter of the law. , 

The other day. however, the Conrumers 

il and Pipe Tine Co. gave the railroad a 

ose of ite own medicine. The oll com- 
pany’s formal requisition for a car was 
answered with a new furniture car which 
a Sonthern Pacific engine complacently 
hauled to the derignated loading rack. The 
oll com 'y was ready and waiting. No 
eooner fad the switch engine uncoupled 
than the man in charge of the loading rack 
began to shoot ofl into the furniture car. 
He sent it in the ro quantity that 
the pipes would yield. 

The railroad vardmaster was thrown into 
a sparem of consternation. He ordered the 
of. people to cease pouring oll into the car. 
They refused. Then he ordered the switch 
—< e to haul the car toa gs of safety, 
and the oll company was left without a 


car, 

The ofl company promises now to have 
ihe railroad commission take the matter 
up. The rallroad company, oe | declare, 
must etther confess to having failed to fur- 
nish them a car or to having furnished 
them a leaky car, in which latter case they 
can be proceeded against for damages fer 
the loss of the oll. 

Some of the big of] men join the smaller 
ones in denouncing the Southern Pacific for 
ite evident effort to impede the smaller 
companies. James Swayne, of the Hog«- 
Swayne Syndicate, declares that the South- 
ern Pacific seems to hold that oil men 
should furnish their own cars, although 
other shippers are not required to do so 

‘The road has never shown any great de- 
sire to work for the development of the 
ol] industry,”’ he sald. ‘“‘The industry has 
pass the experimental stage, and three 
well-proved fields—Spindlie Top, Jennings, 
and Sour ke—are on the line of the 
Southern Pacific. And yet that road is ~ot 
making, and to all appearances never has 
made, earnest effort to accommodate the 
enormous oil traffic.”

BIG FUTURE FOR OIL. 


Ocean Steamers Leaving San Francisco 
to Use It for Fuel. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 26—There are 
about 60 steamships which sail from San 
Fransico burning oil instead of coal, «nd 
the prediction is made that soon not a 
single vessel regularly leaving the port of 
San Francisco will be making steam with 


anything but oli. 
One interesting feature of this displace- 


ment of coal by oil is the effect upon the 
trade with Australia, which is already ap- 
arent San Francisco now imports about | 
2,000,000 tons of coal, part of which comes | 
from Australia. The vessels bringing the, 
coal from Australia take a return cargo of 
wheat. . 
With the present method of using oll} 
there is a saving of $6 a ton over coal, or 
a possible saving. as estimated, for the 
port of San Francisco alone of $12,000,000 
yearly. 
Estimates have been made in connection 
with the United States transport service 
as to the saving which might be accom- 
lished by the use of oil.

Van Alen did not fib concerning “Papa 
Jimmy.”

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|Col Charles Holtcamp’s Army After Fierce Bombardment 
and Charge Surrendered to Ool. Sinclair's Men 
at the Fair Grounds. 


Col. Clarence <A. Sinclair's army yi 
khnki-clothed soldiers- met and routed @ 
large force of the boys in blue under Col. 
Charles W. Haltcamp yesterday afternoon 
at the Fair Grounds. 

Col. Holtcamp’s command’ was en- 
trenched in the enclosure within the Jockey 
Club racetrack. Col. Sinclajr’s men at-~- 
tacked their stronghold from the west. 
Though outnumbered, the boys in blue put 
up a stubborn resistance and did not 
‘abandon their posts until the last vestige 
of hope was gone. cee 

It was about 3:30 o’clock when the off'cer 
of the guard reported to Col. Holtcamp that 
the khakis were approaching from the west. 
Field glasses were put int@ service and the 
colonel fost no time jin distributing his 
forces tq the best advaptage. He found 
thé topography of the racetrack enclos- 
ure peculiarly adapted for the purpose of 
defense. It had been laid out as a golf 
course and scatered throughout the. west- 
ern portion hé found’a number of bunkers 
—grassy mounds about four feet high and 
thrity feet long 

Behind a bunker near the southern fence 
and about .200 yards from the western 
fence he placed Company L. Behind a 
bunker straight across. towards the north 
fence he placed Company D. Sharpshooters 
from Company E were assigned to a bunk- 
er in the center of the fence arena about 100 
yards farther east. 

Two hundred yargs in rear of Company 
L he placed one of Wis two guns in charge 
of Sergt. Bert Farrar of Battery A. In a 
corresponding position to support Company 
D he placed another gun in eharge’ of an- 
other battery sergeant. His other two in- 
fantry companies the colonel deployed 
across the field. 


Waited for the 
Enemy to Come. 


These preparations made, Maj. Rumsey 
was assigned t6 command the firing line, 
and another officer was ordered to aide-de- 
camp duty at the colonel’s side.

A few ao a 4 a thin line of khaki- 
wearers filed through the gato leading from 
the race track into the enclosure near the 
half-mile post. 

They kept close to the west fence, drop- 
ping on thelr stomachs after running a 
few yards and then getting up and running 
again. Between them and the wearers of 
the blue stretched an open plain for 10 
yards, and then a small liake, its eastern 
edge shaded by a clump of trees. 

The yellow fighters were evidently trying 
to sight the blue firing line through the 
trees. 

The blue sharpshooters saw them but 
gave no siga. . 

Encouraged by the silence, the officer in 
charge of the yellow advance signaled fer 
the main body of the advance. Maj. Mar- 
quardt, commanding the support, sent for- 
ward his four infantry companies—I, G, A 
and C. 

They piled apparently pell mell over the 
fence# and into the ‘eid.

Suicide ‘Whose Body Was Found Near 


| Jefferson Bridge May Prove to 
Be a Waiter—Body Is at 
Morgue. 


The body of an unidentified man, who had 
Bvidently committed suicide, was found in 
Forest Park yesterday afternoon. The body 
Was conveyed to the morgue, where it now 
Mes on exhibition awaiting identification. 

The body was found at a point 100 feet 
east of the river Des Peres and 300 feet 
morth of the Jefferson bridge. Death had 
Glaimed the man many hours before, for 
the body was rigid. 


There was a bullet wound in the mouth, 
and lying close to the dead man's hand was 
@ revolver, one chamber of which wus 
empty. The body was not discovered until 
3:30 o'clock, although a passer-by saw the 
body in passing at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning but supposed that the man was 
merely sleeping. 

The body is that of a man about 25 years

MUCH IS EXPECTED FROM GROW-

Increased Trunk Line Earnings and 
Hopeful Crop Prospects Have 
Brought Deals to Figures 
Exceeding One Mil- 
lion a Day. 


NEW YORK, July 2%.—There were va- 


rious points of strength in today’s stock 
market, the first hour of the trading show- 
ing much the same character as that of the 
week just closing. The demand, however, 
was languid, and the selling induced by 
the statement of condition of the banks 
Was not well enough absorbed to prevent 
declining. As a result the closing was 
easy, and represented net losses in the ma- 


jority of cases. 

Rock Island was affected anew by the 
plan for the conversion of its securities, 
and the notable strength of the St. Louls 

Francisco stock, Kansas City, Fort 
Scott & Memphis, and Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois, was due to hopes that those prop- 
= would be included in the new pro- 

ect. . 

The definite formation of this plan gave 
fresh credence to rumors of many other 
financial! projects which have fallen out of 
ublic attention for some time after active 
iscussion. but the lack of active interest 
in the market incident to the short session 
and the absence in the country of many 
active operators left these factors ineffect- 
ive to hold up prices. 

The bank statement showed a gain in 
cash reserves of $2,644.200, which is nearly 
a million in excess of each relations, but 
this, with the loan expansion of $9,967.200, 
resuited in an increase !n deposits of $11,- 
404.300. which increases the requirement of 
the lewal reserve by $2,561,075. As the in- 
crease in cash falls short of this by $206.- 
875, <he surplus reserve is encroached upon 
to that extent. 

The disclosure that the needs of the ac- 
tive speculation are absorbing the increase 
in available resources and the prospect that 
further gold will go out next week, 
while the government revenues have be- 
gun to take up a daily surplus, caused 
some uneasiness over the cours: of the 
money market, with a continuance of the 
specniation. 


Million a Day 
in Stock Deals. 

The stock market has shown a degree 
of animation this week which is extraordi- 
nary, measured by the standards existing 
before the speculative era of last year. The 
average of the daily dealings has run near 
to a million shares of stocks. The market 


has presented the usual irregularity caused 
by the shifting speculation of a bull move- 
ment, due to occasional profit taking, 
where there have been extended edvances, 
side by side with animated buying in new 
quarters of the market. 
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GENERAL DECLINES 
IN ALL SPECULA

The Downturn Led by Wheat Which Was Depressed by Heavy Receipts 
and Lack of Cash Demands—Coarse Grains Influenced Mainty 
by Wheat—The Present Situation. 


Manipulation ur fear of manipulation has 
been the dominating Influence in the specu- 
lative grain markets during the greiter 
part of the week just past. Outside, how- 
ever, of keeping traders in a highly unset- 
tled state that at times bordered upon 


nervous prostration, causing a good many 
shorts to run to cover every now and then, 
or inducing impressionabie eople, who 
have to be told how to trade, to catch 
on when the bulges were most bulging, this 
influence has not brought forth any won- 
derful action in the bull line. It did reduce 
speculative operations to the bareet in-and- 
out- scalping, keeping many from trading 
who did not care to be mixed up with the 
ecullar workings of another man’s game. 
t did not, however, prevent a consider- 
able decline in wheat and a good deal of a 
losg in the price of coarse grains. At close 
of yesterday wheat was l%c, corn lec and 
oats 1%c below the close of the week 
before. I am inclined to be'ieve that this 
injection of manipulation into the specula- 
tive situation will cause wheat to sell low- 
er than it would have done otherwise, and 
also make dull, sagging markets for corn 
and oats.

F I HAD been possessed of the money- 

making gift, I suppose I might have 

mn worth a million or more by this 

time, like Goltra. Byt I am a cautious man. 

We don’t want any old American Steel 

Foundry stock Take money,”’ my wife said 

when I told her I could have money or 
stock. 

IT went on the safe side. as she advised 
me to do, and took the money. The stock 
wasn't worth very much then. but it ad- 
vanced rapidly. It sold not long afterwards 
eight for one. I could have traded Ameri- 
can Steel Car Bolster stock for American 
Steel Fuundry stock share for share. 
George Nicdringhaus got eight times the 
par value of his holding. 

But don't understand me as kicking 
againts fate. I am merely explaining how 
IL am built. Goltra had more faith than I 
_ And more business perception. He is ent!- 
tled to all he made. JT did well enough. I 
have suffiaient money to enjoy the luxury 


of worrying all dav ieng because I do not 
have to work fora living And, by the way, 
let me say right here that the very worst 
evil ‘hat can befall a man who has been 
activgis to be deprived cf a regular occupa- 
tion and regular hours of work. It it were 
not for the fatal habit of inventing and get- 
ting paid for it. which I can no more shake 
off than I can my longing for hard, all- 
day work, time would hang heavier than 
it does. To apply mventions one must 
build, or have bullt, models. I have a small 
model shop down cellar. When I must work 
or go mad, I go down there, get out my 
drafting board and instruments, draw my 
device and make my models. IT was a mod- 
el maker and a mechanical draftsman be- 
fore I was made superintendent of car con- 
structicn for the Missouri Pacific. I have 
a trunk full of what my wife calls trash— 
the blue prints and first drawings of my in- 
ventions, many of which never got so far 
as the patent office. 

Nearly all my work has been along the 
line of improvement _to railway rolling 
stock. I lend tools to the neighbors, but 
I make a rule that when I lend a tool the 
man borrowing it must tell me the day 
and the hour on which the tool will be 
returned.:Then I tell him that if he does 
not come back that day and that hour I 
will send after it, and he must not take 
offense if I do. That's the only way to 
get neighbors to return tools. 

Four hundred thousand dollars is the 
smallest sum from which one may derive 
a sufficient income on which to swing alorg 
easily. Unless I am able to break this 
habit of inventing things I shall be bump- 
ing against this four hundred thousand 
one.of these fine mornings,. and then my 
troubles will begin in real earnest. But 
the bump is not likely to be felt right away. 
The other day my daughter, who is only 
16, and a natural actress and musician, 
and Mahler's chief fancy dancer, had a 
birthday. I had already given her a $19 
brougham and a pair of horses that have

They are com- 
pensation in a small degree for the joys 
of working that 1 have been deprived of 
by wealth, When you buy broughams and 
fine horses and grand planos you obvi- 
ate, for the time being, the dangers that 
come from a surplus steadily piling up. 

I have a garden out back of my house 
that I have neerly worked to death tn an 
effort to give myself exercise and develop 
an old-tiyne car-shop appetite. First, I put 
scil on it 18 inches deep—soll that will grow 
anything. I am intO my second crop. Five 
hundred summer squashes grow fn one lit- 
tle patch 80 feet-long and 16 wide. How is 
that for ecientific gardening? Second crors 
of radishes are coming. We have nearly 
foundered eating cucumbers and lettuce. 
Watermelons are coming on under the r-o- 
mato vines. That garden has saved my 
life 

A while ago I got the agency for a cast 
ateel foundry and opened an office with 
another nan. How much time do you 
think I put in in that office? 
That is as long as I can content myself to 
sit at a desk and do nothing. The fact {s, 
I am a mechanic, and a mechanic doesn't 
want leisure. He wants work. I read 10 
hours a day. I know more about mechan- 
tes, ecientifically, than I ever knew before 
of or could have known had I kept on 
working, for I would not then have had the 
time to do the reading. 

Folks say, “Schaffer. you couldn't take 
hold of a job today. You would be rusty. 
Things have gone by you.’ That's a mis- 
take. I have kept up to date by reading. 
I'm a much better practical man than I 
was when I left the shop. Some folks say 
I sell my Inventions too cheap. May be I 
do. In finances I am a woman. 

I ought to wear skirts. That's why Ed 
Goltra, who has a head for business, made 
more out. of my patents than I did. He is 
a wonderful young fellow. He has only 
etarted to make money. That man likes 
work even better than I do. 


We used to sit on the steps of our ad- 
joining houses on Morrison avenue and 
talk nights about that steel he was try- 
ing to make over in East St. Louis. He 
was a college graduate, and he had studied 
chemistry. Things were not coming his 
way very fast. He had got Tom Howard, 
whose wife was his wife's aunt, and 
Rolla Wells, who was in Princetpn, and 
the Niedringhauses, to put up some money. 


They had a shed over there. at Granite 
City. and were experimenting on cast steel. 
What he was trying to make was soft 
open hearth basic steel. I had charge of 
the car department of the Missouri Pacific 
at that time. I understood car construc- 
tion. That young fellow was about &t his 
wit’s ends. The steel would not come 
right. No one, you understand, knew any- 
thing about cast steel at that time. The 
Pennsylvania had used a steel casting ‘or 
a spring pocket for a draft gear.

There were 120 pieces in the old style 
truck. There are only five in mine. I used 
my influenes, and we finally got one of my 
trucks under a*Missouri Pacific car, but 
the road hung back. We got Aa contract 
with the Cold Blast Transportation Co. at 
Kansas City. That was quite a contract. 
Rut after that thines hung fire a littie. So 
T peddled out eome of my stock among the 
railway officials who knew what a good 
thing there was in the business once it Was 
started right. and then things began to 
move. I got $60,000 for what stock I had left 
by selling it to the American Steel Foun- 
drv Co. 

But for the faith of the Niedringhauses 
in Goltra, ~yhich exeeeded, for a time, even 
that of Rolla Wells, as the money showed, 
Goltra would not have succeeded in raising 
the $300,000 with which the American com- 
pany was capitalized. Every man who 
went in with Goltra made money out of it, 
and every man who bought stock in my 
patent made money and got out above par.

I come of a family of Pennsylvania Dutch

The Schaffers are a peculiar people. They 
are a race of inventors who have made 
money out of our inventions. My great- 
gtandfather was an inventor, and ‘made 
money out of his inventions. So was my 
grandfather, and so was my father. I have 
sold 13 inventions and patented 19. We 
Pennsylvania Dutch are superstitious. I 
pretend not to be, but I am. I had a cer- 
tain suit of clothes. I made a sale of a pat- 
ent when attired in this suit. Another pat- 
ent hung fire. I went in the morning to 
sell it, but it did not go off. I told my wife 
I believed if I were to put on that old suit 
and see the man I'd make a sale. I did so, 
and I sold the patent. Then I gave the 
suit away. It is nothing for me to lie down 
on the lounge and then to get up with an 
idea that, with a little work, nets $2500. 
don't want to keep on inventing, but I 
can't escape it. 

Inventions are like measles. They are 
in the system, and they have to come out. 

I guess I will have to go up to St. 
Charles, where our farm is, and work 
there a while in the wheat harvest, so as 
to get some regular employment. Don’’ 
ever give up work unless you have four 
hundred thodsand.

ORNET playing end preaching go hand in hand with the Rev. Martin B. Bird, 


pastor of Hope Congregational Church, Belt and Easton avenues

both solos and sermons for his congregation. 


Owing to the increased attendance resulting from his instrument 


efforts recent- 


ly, Mr. Bird announces that he will play cornet solos immediately p receding his ser- 


mon every Sunday evening. 


R. BIRD was a cornetist before he 
M was a preacher. In quitting the 

bandstand for the pulpit he con- 
cluded to lay aside his cornet and reach 
his congeSgations by the ccnventonal ora- 
torical inetheds. 

But he found that cornet music appealed 
to some persons more effectively than chos- 
en words, and he, therefore, concluded to 
employ his cornet in the cause of Chris- 
tianity, as indeed he did before he was 
ordained to the ministry. 

Mr. Bird is devoted to his ministerial! 
calling, but he is al#o devoted to his cor- 
net. 

“It was largely the means of securing me 
my education for the ministry,”’ he told 
the Suriday Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Bird is 31 years old. He has ‘‘tooted”’ 
the cornet for 3 years. He began to play 
at the family home, Bear Gap, Pa., in the 
coal mining region, when a child of li 
years. When 17 he was a fairly efficient 
performer. At that age he started out for 
Philadelphia to battle against the world. 
He worked in a printing office in the day- 
time and played the cornet &t night. 

With three other young men he organized 
the Northwestern Quartet. The other in- 
struments were a violin, flute and eupho- 
nium. 

Young Bird became a member of the 
Twenty-first Street Methodist Churen, 
Philadeiphia. One night the pastor heard 
the Northwestern Quartet, and, recox- 
nizing one of Hils fiock among the instru- 
mentalists, secured him the position of solo 
eornetist in the church. 

_ While sounding forth gospel hymns and

to College, Pennington, N. J.

“My cornet was the direct means of sav- 
ing a man from a life of sin and bringing 
him to Jesus while in Chicago,’’ said Mr. 
Bird 

“I was playing ‘Where Is My Wandering 
Boy Tonight’ in front of a mission. Il was 
doing it in order to attract a crowd. The 
man Il refer to was a gambier. He was on 
his way to a gambling heli when he heard 
the notes of my cornet. Me stopped and lis- 
tened. Then he came over and joined tne 
crowd about me. I played ‘Home, Sweet 
Home.’ When I ceased he entered the 
mission. After I had finished preaching I 
went to him. He told me he had decided to 
cease his evil life and come to Christ. He 
quit the gaming table, secured a position in 
& mercantile house, and, when I left Chi- 
cago, was leading a Christian life.’ 

While studying at Moody Institute, Mr. 
Bird decided to become a Congregational, 
instead of a Methodist, minister. He wee 
ordained in that church in 1896 at Brainerd, 
Wis.

The young are of fd growth and are 
able to care for themselves within a few 
days after leaving the shells. 

They are not sufficiently developed in 
July, however, to make their killing a fair 
thing. Eight out of ten birds slain before 
July 20 will be undersized and when ex- 
amined will be found to bear pinfcathers. 

They are not so strong of flight in early 
youth, nor ro ¢ompetent to hide and avoid 
hunters. Slaying them at that time is 
easier than if they are taken in the fall, 
when they have all their pinions on in prep- 
aration for southward flight and are warier 
and stronger on the wing. 

Nevertheless there is never a time when 
the woodcock is what may be cailed easy’ 
shooting. It frequents the heaviest cover 
from the time the mother leaves it to its 
own devices and it has always its puzzling 
corkscrew method of getting through the 
air. 

It is not so rapid as the jacksnipe, and if 
it lived in the open world would not be so 
hard to kill. The heavy underbrush and 
marsh affected by the woodcock, however, 
joined to its erratic progress, make it the 


imost difficult of winged targets. 


There is no American flyer which will 
sO severely test the field shot’s skill, nor 
any one which so firmly demands a pe- 
cullar knack in the shooter. Woodcock 
shooting, inless under exceptional circum- 
stances, is always snap shooting of the 
hardest kind. 

The man must keep his eyes open, his 
gun must be carried in readiness, he must 
see or hear the bird when it jumps and he 
must aim and fire before the cock has co’ 
ered 20 yards. As twigs or branches or 
corn blades are certain to be in the way, 
much woodcock shooting éven by old hands 
is guesswork. 

They fire where they think the bird ts and 
let it go at that. They have caught a mo- 
mentary glimpse or a flash of brown head- 
ed in a certain direction ar! let it drive, 
hoping that the obstacles wil not stop all 
the shot. It is surprising how many birds 
are killed in this way or how luckily expert 
men used to this sort of sport become in a 
year or two. 

At this time of year, when the July sun 
is broiling, the woodcock feeds in the day- 
time, but slowly. Most of its food if taken 
at night. In the dark it seeks open soft 
places where it bores for worms. 

At daylight it seeks undergrowth and 
clumps of bushes which grow in moist 
places. There it sleeps part of the time 
and drives its bill into the ground at odd 
moments. 

If a number of willows can be found, cov- 
ering say a quarter of an acre, growing 
about a pond or spring, their thick branches 
keeping the ground damp, woodcock are 
pretty certain to make it a refuge in day 
hours. There is no way of finding them 


and routing them out of such a place ex- 
cept by main strength. 

A dog is useless, because the hunter can 
never tell where he is. Some hunters use 
the cockor spaniel and tie a small bell to 
his neck, so that its jingling may betray 
the direction at lIcast in which the dog Is 
working. but the animal's services are of 
smali value in flushing the birds. 

If he gets up one the odds are greatly

woodcock will not flush until the man js 
within two yards. It will then go up al- 
most perpendicularly yntil it cleats the tops 
of. the trees, hang for a moment outlined 
against the sky and dive, striking the 
ground not more than forty yards from 
the point it rose from. 

In this flight the woodcock must be shot 
just as itis pojged .-before the return to 
earth. It is stationary for possibly haif- 
second and must be caught on the end of 
the barrel just In that nick of time. 

Shooting at a woodcock so hanging !s 
much like shooting at a hat that is tossed 
in air and that, to be filled with shot and 
made worthless to its reckless owner, must 
be struck before it starts back to the 
ground. This sort of marksmanship, when 
woodcock are the target, requires a spe- 
clally trained eye and hand. 

There is a knack about it that Is only to 
be acquired from practice. Many expert 
gunmen miss cock after cock when first 
asked to shoot at the birds rising from 
willows, but any man used to handling the 
gun soon gets on to the trick, and there- 
after fs abl~ to make a fair percentage of 
kills. 

If there is a more exhausting sport than 
hunting Illinois woodcock in July it has not 
been identified. It is emphatically the 
wrong season of the year for shooting. 

To see a man out among the green 
things, gun on shoulder and dog. at he}, 
strikes the observer with a sense of cdd- 
ness. The western sun is very wpusy just 
now. Day after day the temperature in 
the shade marks from 8% to 90 legre?s Fah- 
renheit, with a great amount of humidity.

HOW FORMER TRACYS WERE HUNTED ~ 


F ALL the latter-day outlaws, Harry 
Tracy, the Oregon desperado, who, 
single-harnded, feught the civil and 

military authorities of two states for more 
than a month, is the most remarkabie. 
There have been hundreds of famous man 
hunts Jn which many lives were lost, as 
many as there have been desperadoes, but 


in nearly every instance the outlaws were 
hunted [n gangs. They have had loyal 
friends to come to their aid, have fought 
over a country they knew as well as they 
knew thelr own weapons. 

The long chase of the Stuart gang in 
California, which extended over half the 
State in the fifties, the snuffing out of 
Slade of Julesburg, the destroyal of the 
Dalton gang, that operated from F.ansas 
to California, which began with the killing 
of the three brothers at cnce and ended 
with the killing of Bill Doolin, the real 
leader, after @ chase of weeks, are but 
chapters of a history of outlawry which, if 
given in its completeness, would give a fair- 
ly complete account of the strenuous West 
in the early days. There was hardly @ sec- 
tion that did not have its local desperado, 
and some had twe or three with an interna- 
tlonal reputation. 

There are several man hunts which In.a 
measure parallel that of Tracy. That of 
Billy the Kid was one of the most extra- 
ordinary, just as he was the most desper- 
ate and resourceful criminals of his day. 
His infamous career was cut short 21 years 
ago, when the desperado had just attained 
his majority.

congent to any such inappreciation of great 
natural advantages if these big rivers were 
In Japan. 

If Mr. Okazaki will return to see the 
World's Fair he will find the big rivers 
looking up. If he will come again in 1906 he 
will find the Mississippi eight feet deep at 
the shallowest crossings all the way from 
St. Paul to the Gulf, and a great fleet of 
steamers plying to and fro, even as the 
freighters press closely at each vther's 
heels in the narrow Detroit river. 

For a new era is dawned for the Mis- 
sissippi river. With one glorious burst of 
faith tm the great stream Congress has 
appropriated $12,000,000 for its improve- 
ment, and the Mississippi river commission 
headquarters in St. Louis is a very much 
Cifferent sort of place today than it was 
a year ago, when Senator Carter had talked 
the river and harbor appropriation to death. 


The commission has money this year. 
ltl has more money than it ever had be- 
fore. It has millions—not in hand, :.. a! 
appropriated and ready for distribution 
according to the terms laid down. The 
head of the commission is Col. Amos Stick- 
ney, who was president of the Missouri 
river commission until that institution was 
abolished. For years and years Col. Stick- 
ney has wrestied with the improvement of 
the Missouri river without money. Monevr 
@ everything in this work. Every move 
costes yeilow golki. A million can be sunk 
in dikes and dams in the Missouri rive; 
quicker than it could be cast from a cliff 
mito a sea. Congress lost faith in the Mis- 
gsouri river and shut off appropriations for 
it. Then the fleet of dredges, barges, tugs 
ard towbouts began to go to wreck and 
ruin, and the improvement of the Missouri 


Mississippi river is dead would be a great 
mistake just now, though it would not Have 
been a yeur ago, when there were either no 
boats at all on the lower river or, at Lest, 
ji:st a single little freighter. But this year 
there are three regular ;teamers out of Str. 
Louis for the Missouri. 

One hundred and twenty-five towboats 
are towing coal from the Ohio river to 
ports along the Miasissippi.

HERE are thousands of suffering patients in the hospitals and.in- 
firmaries of St. Louis who might be made happier by the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch’s little flower gardeners. The unfortunate 

tick might receive a glimpse of the bright outside world in the shape of 
flowers grown by the Sunday Post-Dispatch’s garden contestants. 

The hearty co-operation of the young gardeners is only needed 
to make the plan a great success and bring gladness to the hearts of 
those who are lying in sick cots or slowly and painfully moving about 
in the convalescent wards, wearily waiting for the time when they may 
zo out in the sunshine and pure air again. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch’s garden contest has been a success. 
The fruits of the little gardeners have proven this. Scarcely a day 
passés that huge bouquets of beautiful flowers do not find their way 
to the Sunday Post-Dispatch, mute and fragrant evidence of the handi- 
work of nature encouraged by the constant and loving care of the boys 
and girls of St. Louis. 

To the end that these beautiful tributes may serve some good, char- 
itable purposes, the Sunday Post-Dispatch suggests to its little flower 
growers that at least once a week these flowers be sent to the hospital 
or infirmary nearest the grower’s garden. These will be distributed in 
the sick wards where many a silent blessing will fall upon the heads of 
the donors. 

The hospitals are sorry places of abode these hot summer days, 
a visit to any one of the institutions where unfortunates are swelter- 
ing in the hot rooms, the atmosphere heavy and redolent with drugs and 
disinfectants, will prove. 

At the City Hospital one day last week a dozen hearts were made 
glad by one huge bouquet of flowers, grown by 7-year-old Richard 
Babka of 2141 Geyer avenue. 

A Sunday Post-Dispatch photographer, with the great bunch oi 
fragrant blooms, snapshotted a couple of the inmates. 

One, a white boy, is Bobbie Stout, but his name belies his ‘condi- 
tion. Bobbie has tuberculosis and, while he is able to hobble about 
the corridors with aid of crutches, he is evidently not long for this world. 
His hips and knee are affected by the dread disease, as well as his lungs. 

He can’t go out in the woods and gather flowers; he can’t romp 
and play as other 16-year-old boys do. He must stay in the hospital 
where kind nurses and physicians are working in a hopeless effort to 
restore Bobbie to health.. The disease has progressed too far, the doc- 
tors, believe, and it is only a question of time, months, perhaps weeks, 
when bright-eyed Bobbie will go where the good book says there will be 
no suffering. 

Bobbie's snappy, intelligent eyes brightened when he saw the flow-. 
ers sent by one of the Post-Dispatch’s boys, and it seemed as though 
his frail lungs could not get their fill of the fragrance when they were 
handed to him. He buried his whole face in the mass of sweetness and 
then his expression changed, He was thinking of the time, not long 
ago, when he, too, was able to pluck and grow the same flowers. 

Before Bobbie’s frail form is carried out of the City Hspital there 
is a splendid chance for the boys and girls of St. Louis to make his and 
other unfortunates’ last hours on earth brighter and happier. 

But Bobbie is only one of the thousands penned up in the hot, 


as 


stifling hospitals. There are mothers, fathers and children awaiting the 


end, and many whose days will be prolonged. A few flowers, fresh from 
some boy’s or girl’s garden would be so welcome. If the boys and girls 
of St. Louis could only witness.the joy that one little rose or geranium 
brings, there would be an uninterrupted procession of flower bearers to 
the hospitals of St. Louis. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch photographer took a picture of Little 
Erney Smith, a bright-eyed, mischivous pickanniny, at the City Hos- 
pital. Erney is the pet of the nurses’ staff. He isn’t sick, but his 
mammy is a patient there. He is waiting for her to get well and the 
doctors say she'll soon be out. Erney posed before the camera with a 
bunch of flowers which he afterwards gave to one of the nurses for dis- 
tribution in the incurable wards. 

There are 15 hospitals in St. Louis supported either by the city or 
by charitable organizations and churches. Flowers will always be wel- 
come at any of these institutions. 

Thé Sunday Post-Dispatch’s suggestion is that the little garden- 
etfs take their offerings each week to the hospital nearest their homes. 
Then notify the Sunday Post-Dispatch and due credit will be given them 
in the Post-Dispatch news columns.

Rockefeller’'s head—sprouts from his 
scalp and partly covets that occiput 

under which lies the brain that has created 
so many millions of dollars. 
The Standard Oil king’s new hair is short, 
soft, silky, exactly like the hair a mother's 
loving hand strokes and fondles on the 
head of' the baby that has come to biess 
her. 
Yet, remarkable to tell, Mr. Rockefeller’s 
new hair is white. Tender as an infant's, 
this thrice welcome hair is a hoary as a 
centenarian’'s. 
The new hair is not false; it is Mr. 
Rockefeller’s véry own. Yet he has hand- 
somely paid his physician for it. 
Probably the richest man on earth would 
gladly have paid $100 for each particular 
hair that now flourishes atop his cranium; 
10,000 would have cost him only $1,000,009. 
For 100,000 hairs he would have expended 
but one-sixth of his annual income. 
Mr. Rockefeller a few months ago lost 
every hair on his head, lost his eyebrows, 
his mustache, became as bald as the mir- 
rors in his drawing-room. He was extreme- 
ly sensitive about his remarkable lack of 
hair. To wear a wig would have been to 
infinitely reduce the chance of growing new, 
true hair of his own. 

The multi-millionaire suffered from what 

the learned dermatologists, they who treat 

diseases of the the skin, call ‘alopecia 
arcata.”’ 


The dermatologists will inform you, for 
a fee, that the word.alopesia means bald- 
ness, which results from an affection of the 
skin, and that the word is derived from the 
Greek, alopex, a ‘‘fox,’’ because a fox often 
loses his hair without losing his brush. 

The dermatologists will tell you, too, that 
“‘areaba’’ comes from the Latin “areatus,”’ 
having areas or spots. And that “alopecia 
areata” is a baldness that first appears in 
spots, and that the spots run into each 
other coalesa, until sometimes there is one 
large ‘‘spot’’ of baldnesg, as there was on 
Mr. Rockefeller’s hairless dome of thought. 

The dermatologists call the soft downy 
hair that now decorates that wise financial 
heal “‘lanugo,’’ from the Latin, lana, woo!. 

Uusually when this much-desired “lanu- 
go" appears it is white. So when the bald 
spots on which it springs are small it 
gives the patient's head a strangely mot- 
tled or piebald appearance, as contrasted 
with his natural hair, which may be black 
or brown or red. 

But Mr. R-ckefeller’s hair is not piebald 
because there is nothing but the silkv 
lanugo on it, and that is all white. Soon, 
if the “‘lanugo’’ thrives and grows, it may 
become pigmented and take on the natural 
color of Mr. Rockefeller’s hair. But what 
that color is there is no telling now. 

Immensely wealthy men or great finan- 
clers and bankers sre prone to have “‘alo- 
pecia areata,’’ but the rule is not absolute.

Recently {C has been ruggested 
in view of conflicting facts that thére are 
two variations cf the affection, one of 
which, occurring in the epidermic form, 
must certainly be parasitic. 

“A person seen recently by the writer had 
alopecia areata ‘or 16 years. Two monthS 
after his marriage his wife found three 
bald spots on her own head. Her lady's 
maid soon after complained of a slight 
falling out of tha hair.’ 

Still it may never be determined whether 
Mr. Rockefeller and his associates Icst their 
hair by catching alopecia from one anoth- 
er or by too much brain werk studying 
how to add a few millions to Standard Oil's 
dividends, or by constantly wearing their 
hats, which, it may have been noticed, they 
refuse to take off to anybody, high or low. 

Mr. Rockefeller, losing hair, eyebrows and 
mustache, called In Dr. Fox to treat him. 
Neceszafily Dr. Fox refused to talk about 
his paticnt. But he is the author of a 
photographic atlas of diseases of the skin, 
published by Lippincott, Philadelphia, and 
he has written an exhaustive article on 
‘alopecia areata,” in the American Journal 
of Obstetriés, vol. xxxix., January-June, 
1896, published by William Wood & Co., New 
York. 

From these works it is easy to learn how 
Dr. Fox treats any patient, millionaire or 
rauper, who bas lost his hair and his peace 
of mind from ‘“‘alopecia areata.” 

First, Dr. Fox ordered Mr. Rockefeller 
not to worry bout his lost hair on pain of 
never recovering it. But Mr. Rockefeller 
did worry greatly, his friends; py. “‘Alo- 
pecia areata’ haunted him nig*< and day, 
and joined forces with his dispepsia to ren- 
der him unhappy. 

For two years the first billionaire that 
America will have ever produced has eaten 
no more than a beggar can. At his superb 
estate, near Tarrytown, Mr. Rockefel'er 
owns the finest herd of Jerseys and Alder- 
neys in New York state. But, for him, 
no rich cream, no delicious butter, no meat, 
pastry, fresh bread, champagne, Burgundy 
or any of the chef d’euvres that his French 
cook might proudly set before him. Noth- 
ing but skim milk and stale bread, with 
neither appetite nor digcstion for even 
these. And, if it be not a bull, to cap the 
bald climax, no hatir. 

But when the silky lanugo appeared on his 
head the man of millions regained some of 
his good temper. He became almost spry. 

At Tarrytown, where he was until a week 
‘ago, when he left for his place near Cleve- 
land, O., it was noticed that Mr. Rockefel- 
ler seemed to Rave regoined his youth, az 
evidenced poth by the «ce» ‘ious growth of 
duwn upon his head and by the gayety of 
his demeanor. It was the butler who first 
observed the changed appearance of the 
top of his master’s head as the sun shone 
on it. The butler’s exclamations of sur- 
prise and joy, marked by “H's” dropped 
nud interpolated, brought a enerous tip 
from the Standard O!1] king. S8o plcased 
was Mr. Rockefeller that he put on his 
faruous workman's overalls and going 
into iis flelds did four hours’ werk witnhont 
turning a hair of his new-found growth. 

In his studious anticle on “alopecia ar- 
euta,”’ Dr. Fox writes: 

‘In most cases a cure can be promise,

He was a steamboatman 67 years, but he 
made no such profits as he makes with his 
lemonade. He lives at the Old Folks’ 
Home, and is privileged to rest at 80 years 
if he will, But he works 13 hours a day— 
picking up the money laying loose in th 
street. 

The old gentleman runs a clean booth. 
His counter is spotiess. His glasses ani 
jars and pails are without stain. He’ is 
neat himself, and that's half the battle in 
selling lemonade out on South Grand ave- 
nue, where the great majority of those who 
buy are women and children who like the 
place because its cleanliness is as good as 
its lemonade. 

Making good lemqnade is an art. Capt. 
Nash is one of the artists. He has studied 
his business. He used to suppose that the 


barrel, stir it up with a good will anda call 
out the price. He supposed it was the 
color that counted, and that if it was good 
and red the children would cry for it. 

But he learned a thing or two. The peo- 
ple want the pure stuff. They want lemons 
in it and pure water. 

It cost the captain $12 to go into bueil- 
ness. He had been a switch watchman for 
the transit company at $30 a month, insist- 
ing upon doing something. The lemonade 
idea struck him, and he bought a kitchen 
table, a white oilcloth, a large glass bowl, a 
Stone jar, a chair, an ice box, a granite 
pail and a slightly-covered tin sugar box.

HE volcano of Popocatepeti is no less 

formidable than its name suggests. 

It is three miles high, and not more 

than ten of every one hundred persons whv 

attempt to ascend it ever reach the top. At 

15,00 feet the climber encounters snow, 

and here the feet must be wrapped in warm 
cloths to prevent freezing. 

Mr. Verdier made his ascent in company 
with W. E. Phillips of Pittsburg, Pa., an: 
three guides. They gained the Tlamacas, 
or halfway house, the first day, and start- 
ed for the top at 4:8 o'clock the next 
morning. An hour and a half later they 
reached a cross which was planted many 
years ago near the summit of the moun- 
tain. They were favored with a clear 
sky, and the vwew of the sunrise was mag- 
nificent. At 11 o clock they gained the cra- 
ter. They were much fatigued, and lay 
down in the sand and volcanic dust and 
slept for an hour, something that has not 
often been done, if at all.

It has been reported in Mexico since Pelee an 
blew up that the snow line on Popocate- 
petl has retreated a considerable distance 
up the side of the mountain, causing the 
people around to believe the mountain 
was getting hotter and dangerous The 
Americans found that the snow was indeed 
higher than the guides said they were 
customed to finding it, but the season had 
been exceptionally warm, and the differ- 
ence between the old and new snow lines 
wae not greater than could have been 
affected by the unusual heat.

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PERFECTION IN PARIS 


Harriet Hubbard Ayer, Beauty Expert of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, Finds That They Even Have a 
Machine to Give Women Beautiful Eyes.

HW exponents of the Boauty cult in 
Paris are firm believers in the bene- 
fits to be derived from the use of 

mechanical appliances for reforming or 
transforming uneatisfactory features, 

The beauty doctor who expatiated on the 
merits of misgrainateur told me that worn 
15 or 2 minutes before going to a function 
or before appearing at dinner, the effect in 
Deautifying the eyes was miraculous. 
‘The migrainateur from afar looks like the 
affair which the telephone girl wears, ex- 
cept that, of course, it is not placed over 
the ears, but at the temples. 

The two leather pads are secured by 
atecl bands around the head, which can be 
shortened or lengthened, according to the 
size of the head.

The nose appliance, which is supposed to 
remodel that feature when defective, I 
must approve of. It is composed of metal, 
gold plated, and is adjusted to the nose 
by means of little screws which are to be 
tightened wherever the nose is too large.

makes nasal breathing quite impossfble 
while is it worn. 

The methods known to plastic surgery for 
reforming noses are very much better than 
this French appliance. 

For filling out hollows in the neck, the 
vacuum cup of rubber appears to be fairly 
Satisfactory. There is no reason why this 
method should not be employed, although 
personally 1 think massage with deep- 
breathing exercises and frequent warm ab- 
lutions will quite as speedily effect the same 
results 


All the women are talking about the new 
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depilatory, which comes in the form of a 
sort of wax and is bought packed in a little 
casserole or saucepan.

We have found that impure milk is also 
the cause of a great many infant deaths. 

The sellers of impure milk are criminals 
in the eyes of the law, and we are doing 
all in our power to detect and prosecute 
them. 

For the week ending June 28 there were 
118 deaths of infants in Brooklyn to 78 in 
Manhattan. These deaths were among 
children under 5 years. 

If mothers will take their infants on trol- 
ley cars they should bundle them up care- 
fully and see that they are protected from 
draughts. 

They should also see 
strictly pure and that 
is well washed each 
filled.

In 1884 he and Mr. James Gordon Bennett 
established the Commercial Cable Co. and 
the Postal Telegraph Co., of which he was 
the head. There was a time—in 1885—when 
he might have been elected United States 
senator for Nevada, but he declined the 
nomination, having no wish to engage him- 
self in political strife. Mr. Mackay 
man of broad sympathies. In religion he 
was a Roman Catholic, and was an active 
supporterof that church and of many charl- 
ties connected therewith. 

In the capitals of New York, London an 
Paris, Mr. Mackay was one of the best 
known figures tn society. He owned a 
palatial mansion in New York, had a res!- 
dence In San Francisco and others in Paris 
and London. 

In the various incidents of social life, and 
in the leading movements of the time, he 
evinced a lively interest, although he pro- 
ferred the quietude of home life to any- 
thing that savored of ostentation. 

Able to gratify any and every whim an. 
caprice that could arise, he lived a simple 
existence, and was greatly Iiked by those 
who were admitted to close intimacy with 
him. He was a member of more clubs 
than he could have probably enumerated, 
but for all he spent very little time at any 
of them.

The drawing-room, which faces the ter- 
race, is a long apartment with a dominant 
hue of pink throughout, and the walls are 
almost hidden by the Gobelin tapestry on 
one side and the numerous paintings on the 
other two. Among the art treasures hidden 
away in the various cabinets and scattere:l 
about on the tables are many priceless

Barbers are fond of replying to the ques- 
tion, “What would you do to improve the 
trade?” by saying, “Raise prices,” or 
“Keep prices up,” and, In response to the 
query as to what they would do to the man 
who entered their shop suffering from skin 
disease, “Send him to a doctor.” 

Members of the board mark the 
of the applicant, allowing a credit for 
answef. 

For each of the % answers the applicant 
is allowed from 0 to 2% per cent, making a 
possible total of 3. The other 3 per cent 
is distributed through practical work. Ten 
per cent is possible for each applicant on 
his showing at cutting hair, shaving, hon- 
ing and the time in which he does the work. 
Five per cent is the maximum for deport- 
ment and five per cent for his appearance.
